T hey cameand did the worke in the houſe of the Lord

ment that a man liesnor ſtill ſleeping. Many (you 
know) will anſwer in their ſleepe ; ſpeake, and talke 
in their {leepe, and ſay they will doethis, and thar, 
and yer all the whilelye (leeping ſtill. Bur when you 
ſee a man once ſect himſclfe handſomely to worke, 
then you may be aſſured that he is awaked indeed. 

As when the chiefe poiſe of a clocke lies downe 
vpon the ground, allthe wheeles ſtand ſtill , bur as 
ſoone asthe weights are wound vp from theground, 
preſently all rhe wheeles are ſct a worke, and are e- 
uery one in its proper motion, and ſo by the Horo- 
loge and the bell, you may ſee, and h&e how the 


day paſſech. Inlike manner, ſo long asthe heart, of 


Prince, Pricſt,and people lay groueling onthe earth, 
and earthly things ; running euery man to his owne 
houſe, letting Gods houſe liewaſte : ſo long their 
was no ſtirring , no motion in them towards the 
building of Gods Temple. But as ſoone as the Spi- 
rit of the Lord drew vp the poiſe of their heart, 
from the earth toward heauen and heauenly things; 
preſently as ſo many wheeles, all the powers and 
faculries of their ſoules, and all the parts and mem- 
bers of their bodies wereſſet a worke in building the 
houſe of the Lord of hoits their God, Some com- 
manding, ſome direQing, ſome aduiſing, ſome deui- 
fing, ſome working in braſſe, ſome in gold, and fil- 
ver, ſoine in purple, ſome carrying, ſome _— 

ome 
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ſome ſquaring timber, ſome hewing ſtones, ſome 


building the walles, and ſome bearing mortar; And 


ſo couragiouſly and cheerefully did they follow this 
buſinefle, that whereas betore Gods houſe lay 
waſte, inthe duſt, and in the rubbith for the ſpace of 
fortie yeeres after their returne from Babylon : 
Now they had finiſhed the worke in toure yeeres 
ſpace, as we readc inthe ſixt of Ezra. They began 
the ſecond yeere, and madean end in the fixr yeere 
of King Darizs. As you may ſee by comparing Ezras.rg, 
this propheſie with that of Ezra. 
And now to come ynto our ſelues. Let this teach Application. 
vs (beloued) as carefully, and as cheerefully to ſer 
forward the building of Gods ſpirituall Temple. 
And what is that : the Apoſtle will tell you. Know 
you 201, that your body is the temple of the holy Gho#t « 1+Cor.

Againe, looke into the 20. werſe of the 2, 
Chapter of this Propheſie, and you ſhall ſee how 
God promiſcd to blefle theſe ewes, vpon their dilt- 
gence & zcale in building and beautifying his Tem- 
ple, Gods materiall houſe in 7er-aſalem.Ts the ſeed yer 
in the Barne, asyet the Vine, and the Fig-tree, and 


the Pomegranat , and the Oline tree hath not 


brought forth ; from this day I will blefſe you, 
And willnot the Lord (thinke you) be as ready 

to bleſle vs ypon our diligence and zeale in repairing 

and adorning our Churches, Gods materiall houſes 


_ among vs, but eſpecially in building his ſpirituall 


houſe, reuerencing his ſanctuary,ſanctifying his Sab- 
baths, hearing his Word, recetuing his Sacraments, 
fearing the Lord, and walking in his wayes. It thus 
we ſhall doe touching Gods ſpirituall and materiall 


| houſes, as becommeth good Chriſtians to doe; then 
(no doubt) the Lord will hearethe cry of the Hea- 


uens, & the Heauens ſhall heare the cry of the earth, 
and the carth ſhall heare the cry of the Corne, the 


Wine, and the Oyle, and the fruites of the earth 
| ſhall hearethe cry of the people,and he will blefle vs 


with plenty and abundance. If thus we ſhall doe 
with zeale and piety ; then (no doubt) the Lord will

Though 

time hath wings, yet hauc I not much cranſgreſt my

People came,and did the worke, in the Houſe of the 
Lord of Hoſtes their God.

We muſt nor then goc abour this building, like the 
bu!iders of Babcl inthe confuſion of tongues; One 
ſp-2king inthe Language of Atheiſme,another inthe 
L2n:uage of Papitme, another in the Language of 
Brownime, another in the Language of Anabap- 
tine : one ſpeaking in the Language of this Sectary, 
another in the Language of thar (deuided into com- 
panies like Labars Sheepe.) O no,If we would haue 
tiiis Spirituall building to goe on currantly, we muſt 
ail endeauour to ſpeake one Language, cuen that, 
which the Prophet Eſay tearmeth the Language of 
Canaan : by which may be meant the true profeſſion 
of the one and onely true God, and his ſincere and 
true Religion. O Lord, letneucr the abhomination 
of deſolation defile thy Temple. O Lord, letncuer 
the Arke and the Idol Dagos be letto ſtand vpon one 
Altar among vs. For whar fellowſhip hath righteouſ- 
weſſe with varighteouſneſſe 2 what communion hath 
leht with daxkeneſſe © what concord hath Chriſt with 
Felial 2 and what agreement can there bebetweene the 
Temple of God and Idols ? 

The {ame Apoſtle will tell vs in another place,

gels, and inthe fight of men) for brethren (whether 


brethren by nature, or brethren by nation, or bre- 


thren by religion and profeſſion,)Behold, how good 
and how toyfull; behold how good and how come- 
ly a thing it is, for brethren to awell together in vnitie, 
It is like the precious oyntment that was powred 
vpon the head of Laron, which fhayeg not there, 
but ranne downe to his beard, and yer pet ſtayed not 
there, but trickled downe cuen to the $kirrs of his 
cloathing ; ſignitying how vnitie, and amitie ſhould 
paſle throughout all the members of the myſticall 
body of Chriſt, From top to toe : from the head 
to the foote ; from Zerrbbabel the Prince, that ſits 
vpon the rhrone, vnto the baſeſt of the remnant of 

the people, that frands digging vpon the dunghill. 
This Chartot of charitic was drawne with the 
other 
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other two Theologicall vertues, Fiaes & Spes, Faith 
and Hope. And they were drawing this Chariot to 
heauen; whither when they haue brought it : Faith 
and Hope are vnyoked, and vaniſh away , leauing 
charitie there to remaine perpetually, in louing 
| God, in louing the Saints, in louing one another , 

world withour end, for euer and euer. Et bonum eff 
eſſe his, And itis good being here, where among 
the many manſions in our heauenly Fathers houſe, 
thereare three tabernacles made and prouided. One 
for Zerubbabel, an other for 1ehoſhwa, 8 an other for 
the remnant of the people ; if they ſhall zealouſly, 
and religiouſly promote the building of Gods 
houſe, as becommeth ſuch as are ordained vnto ſal- 
uation and euerlaſting life ; where are ſuch vnſpeak- 
able ioyes treaſured vp for them which faithful. 
ly labour in this worke, as no eye hath ſeene, 
no eare hath heard, neither can the heart of man 
conceiue them. I can not leaue your meditations 
in a better place. And therefore no further to trou- 
ble your patience, here giue me [eaueto ſeta period 
ro my ſpeech. 

Ofc hauc I ſpoken inthis place, and the like el{c- 
where, vpon thelike occaſion : And indeede, neucr 
thought] thus to haue ſpoken more. But behold the 
power and goodnefle of Almightie God , who kil- 
Icth,and maketh altue, bringeth downe to the graue, 
and raifeth vp againe z his name be bleſſed and prai- 
ſed for euer. The firſt viſiration Sermon that euer 
I preached, was in this place, almoſt thirtie yeercs 
{ince. And now God in his prouidence hath brought 
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me hither once more,to preach my laſt in this kinde:

ning. Take heede to thy life, and to thy dodrine, 
continue therein, for in doing ths, thou ſhalt both ſaue 
thy ſclfe,and them that heare thee, And you(beloued) 


that are of the remnant of the people : Remember 


how it 15 written in the 13. of the Hebrewes : Obey 
them that hane the ouerſight of you, and ſnbmit your 


ſelues : for they watch for your ſoules , as they that 


mat gine account , that they may doe it with ioy , and 


rot with griefe, And againe inthe 1. Theſſ, 5. Now 


we beſeech you, brethren , acknowledge them which la. 
Pour amour you, and aye ouer youinthe Lord, aud ad- 
»071/h you , that you haue them ina ſingular loue , 
not in an ordinarie affeion, bur ina ſingular loue 
tortheir workes ſake; If for nothing elſe , yer for 
their workes ſake, and their worke isno lefſe, then 
mediately the faluation of your ſoules. 

And fo let me conclude with the Apoſtle S.Pau7, 
Finally (brethren) fare yee well , be perfect, be of 
good comfort, be of one minde, liue in peace, and 
the God of loue and peace ſhall be with you. This
